A MATTER OF AGE

A belated "Congratulations" goes out to all of you who own 1960 Falcons. In many 
states your car can now be registered as an antique vehicle. Along with this goes a 
special license plate bearing the notation “Historical Vehicle" or “Antique Vehicle". One 
state's plates read “Ногзеезз Carriage". You may also find that some insurance 
companies will offer special coverage for your twenty-five years or older vehicle. The 
drawback to this insurance, and the special plates, is that you lose the right to drive the 
car when and where you want. It may be driven to and from special events such as 
parades, car shows, car club meetings, etc. You may not use it as a “second саг’. 


Still, there are some social benefits to owning a car that can legally wear antique 
plates. In my case, it means the local zoning board lost another round. Seems they want 
me to get rid of my "Driveway Queen". 


Something came to mind when preparing this article. How many FCA members are the 
original owner of their Falcons? If you still own the Falcon you bought new, how about 
sharing this information with the rest of the club? Drop a note to either myself or The 
Falcon News Editor and we will see to it that you are mentioned in a future article. 
Photos are welcome no matter what condition the car is in. 


Back on the subject of old age, let me tell you what happened recently. | needed a 
voltage regulator for an early Falcon and made the mistake of going to a “Weekend 
Mechanic" parts store. Behind the counter was a jerk, er, make that clerk, about twenty 
years of age. 


The reply to my parts request was, “Who makes the Falcon? Is it a foreign car?" This 
type of response was of no surprise since I’ve spent many years explaining that a Comet 
was a Mercury and not a Chevrolet. We came to an agreement on the Falcon's parentage 
only to find that the catalogs did not list pre-'65 Falcons. This bothered me, but not the 
clerk, who promptly produced a voltage regulator for a '65-up car. 


Knowing that this part would not work, | suggested that we look under the listing of 
another car. Like what? How about Mustangs? Good answer! Even twenty-year-olds 
remember Mustangs. 


The catalog called out the same part number, someone had forgotten about the 
1964 1/2 models. By this time the clerk had become curious about my refusal of this

not work on a generator. The clerk was surprised. “You mean your car was built with a 
generator? You mean you can plug things into your car? Things like lights and radios 
and beer coolers and...”

Parts catalogs are rapidly 
dropping the Falcon from their listings. The average counter person at today's chain 
parts stores was not “here” when the first Falcons hit the streets. If we have to depend 
on these sources to obtain parts for our Falcons, we will soon be walking. The parts, at 
least mechanical parts such as wheel cylinders and such, are still on the shelves. We 
just have to know what to ask for. Let's make an effort as a club devoted to the 
preservation of the Ford Falcon to obtain the part and/or interchange numbers for these 
items. Once the numbers are found, then we must start a catalog of parts needed to 
keep these cars on the road. If we don't, I'll have to write articles on how to keep the 
zoning board away from your Driveway Queen. 


WHO SAYS THEY DON'T STILL BUILD A FALCON? 


Ford Motor Co. of Australia, Ltd., has assembled its 1.5 millionth Falcon at the 
Broadmeadows Plant near Melbourne. The milestone car was a gold XF station wagon 
fitted with a 190-HP six-cylinder engine. On hand to drive the Falcon off the line were 
Max Gransden, director of sales and marketing, Ford Australia, and Bob Epperson, 
director of sales for Tupperware Australia, which purchased the vehicle to add to its 
fleet. It took Ford almost 172 years to produce the first million Falcons while the last 
half million has taken seven years.

| cured the upper control arm squeak on my 1967 Falcon by removing the grease plugs 
and installing a special kit containing four special grease fittings. This kit solved the 
problem of greasing the bushings without Ford's special tool (mentioned in Chilton's) 
and without cutting holes to access the bushings from under the hood. The upper 
control arm grease fitting kit | used was purchased from a local auto parts store, and 
made by Thexton Manufacturing Co., Inc., Minneapolis, MN 55435. This kit, part no. 560, 
is for 1961 and up Falcon, Fairlane, Mustang, Comet, Cougar, Montego, Maverick, Torino, 
and Thunderbird automobiles.

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TECHNICAL TIPS (Cont.) 


One source of clutch pedal squeak is eliminated when you make sure that you have the 
nylon insulator C1DZ-7A630-A between the upper extension of the clutch pedal and its 
assist spring forward hook. This part is illustrated as “insert” in Figure 6 on page 5-11 of 
the 1965 Falcon-Comet-Mustang shop manual, and is available from Ford dealers for 
about $1.25, usually as a special-order item. By the time a car is 20 years old, the 
insulator has probably broken and fallen out, and the inside of the spring hook then 
wears directly against the metal of the clutch pedal extension.
